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Reasons for tht enactment 

The present Vice-Chancellor of the University of Kerala was 
appointed under the Kerala University (Amendment) Ordinance, 1966, 
which was subsequently replaced by the Kerala University (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1966 (3 of 1966), for a period of three years from the 
date of his appointment. On the basis however of a resolution passed 
by both the Houses of Parliament, the Kerala University (Amend¬ 
ment) Amendment Act, 1966 (11 of 1966), was enacted by which 
the term of the present Vice-Chancellor has been reduced to one 
year. As a result of this enactment, the term of the present Vice- 
Chancellor will expire on the 28th January, 1967. For the appoint¬ 
ment of a successor to the present Vice-Chancellor, a Special Com¬ 
mittee consisting of three members, one elected by the Senate, one 
elected by the Syndicate and the third nominated by the Chancellor, 
has to be constituted as provided in section 10(1) of the Kerala Uni¬ 
versity Act. The Special Committee has either to recommend to 
the Chancellor a unanimous name or to submit a panel of three names 
for appointment as Vice-Chancellor. According to the provisions of 
the Act, the Special Committee has to submit its recommendation 
before the expiry of the term of the outgoing Vice-Chancellor. The 
Kerala University (Amendment) Amendment Act, 1966, which re¬ 
duces the term of office of the present Vice-Chancellor to one year 
came into force on the 5th November, 1966. Though the University 
of Kerala initiated action for the constitution of the Special Com¬ 
mittee on the 5th November, 1966 itself, it is found that it would not 
be possible to complete the various steps that have to be taken for 
the purpose under the Statutes of the University, before the expiry 
of the term of the present Vice-Chancellor. In the circumstances, it 
is considered necessary to amend the Kerala University (Amend¬ 
ment) Act, 1966, to extend the term of office of the present Vice- 
Chancellor by a period of three months- 

The present enactment is intended to achieve the above object. 

As it is not practicable to refer the present legislation to the Con¬ 
sultative Committee of Parliament on Kerala legislation, it has been 
decided, in view of the urgency of the matter, to enact the present 
legislation without such reference.
